Home Building 
Breaks Record 


687,000 This Year 
Most In U. S. History 


WASHINGTON, July 17—(AP) 
—More new homes were started 
in the first half of 1950 than m 
any other six months of Amer­ 
ican history. The number was 
68 7,000. 
Also, June rolled up the hig h 
est monthly total of home build­ 
ing "starts” ever recorded, 142,- 
000. 
Those fig ures, which are pre 
iminary 
estimates, 
were 
an­ 
nounced today by the Labor De 
partment’s Bureau of Labor Sta­ 
tistics (BLS). They showed that 
lomebuilders have kept rig ht 
on breaking records as the g rea 
950 
construction 
boom 
con­ 
tinued. 
But fig hting broke out in Korea 
on June 25, and its effect on 
American homebuilding is some­ 
thing that the BLS isn’t sure 
about. Officials said they have 
no concrete statistics on it yet. 
They report two schools of think­ 
ing ; 
1. That the Korean crisis mig ht 
cause an additional rush of home- 
building in anticipation of a pos 
sible g overnment crackdown on 
materials. 
2. That buildeirs now mig ht be 
more 
hesitant 
about 
starting 
larg e-scale projects.. 
As for the January-June period, 
the BLS said late reports mig hi 
raise the preliminary estimate o; 
68 7,000 even hig her. Even now 
this fig ure is 53 per cent above 
the 449,8 00 new homes started in 
the first half of last year. 
A companion trend was report­ 
ed by the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards. It said 
a survey of 252 cities across the 
country showed "a new public 
disposition 
toward 
immediate 
real 
estate 
investment 
meas 
urable in increased volume of 
sales” over the six-month period. 
The reason for the rise in sales, 
the org anization said in a state­ 
ment appears to be two-fold: (1) 
The availability of more favor­ 
able 
financing , 
especially lor 
veterans, and (2) "A spreading 
feeling that. . . in view of world 
conditions and federal policies a 
new inflation period is building 
up.” 


FHA-Backed Home

the cost of a home financed with 
FHA backing . 
An order to this effect has 
been distributed to 
FHA field 
offices and a ll properties finan­ 
ced under the National Housing 
Act are included in the ruling 
FHA has taken the action be­ 
cause TV sets are easily remov­ 
able from a house or apartment, 
and, therefore, can not be con­ 
sidered safe security for insured 
mortg ag es. 
In the past such stationary kit­ 
chen equipment as sinks, stoves 
and refrig erators have been ap­ 
proved for home financing be­ 
cause they are not easily re­ 
movable from the property. 
The ag ency’s TV decision was 
made after several builders an­ 
nounced they planned to include 
television equipment as part of 
properties offered for sale or 
rent.

fp H E PRESIDENT of Grocery Manu factu rers 
* 
of America p oints ou t that ju st before the 
incident in Korea su rp lu s food was a p roblem 
and that the su rp lu ses still exist 
There is 
no cau se for alarm, he declares, u nless p eop le 
become p anicky and s'art hoarding. 
That 
v ou lri create a scarcity and ru naway p rices. 
If it hap p ened, consu mers wou ld hav e only 
themselv es to blame. 
There art only two ways to p rev ent hoard­ 
ing, which is a p olite term for economic sabo­ 
teu r. One ;s rationing, a cu mbersome dev ice 
that create* abou t as many p roblems as it 
solv es. 
The other is self - discip line, which 
Americans hav e a right to exp ect of one an­ 
other w hen ev er body is in the same boat 
A combat v eteran of World War II was 
ta *in£ abou t self-discip line. He drew a com­ 
p arison between what is demanded of a fight­ 
ing man u nder p ressu re and what th e fighting 
man has a right to exp ect of civ ilians back 
home 
“I can think of nothing that wou ld 
take the heart ou t of those kids in Korea,” 
he said. “like a shower of p rop aganda leaf- 
ieu from rep rints of food-hoarding stories 
from the p ap ers back home. 
They wou ld 
wonder w hat makes them exp endable in that 
God-forsaken cou ntry while p eop le back home 
are knifing each other ov er a lou sy bag of 
su gar. 
After all, Americans are all in this 
war together or they might as well not be in 
it at all.” 
Hoarding so far isn*t seriou s, ju st irritating. 
Bu t it can get seriou s u nless Americans at 
home p ractice a modicu m of the discip line 
th<\\ take for granted in the fighting serv ices.t

Korean War Sparks Demands For Funds 


Just As Sure As Night Follows Day 


WASHINGTON 
TTEMANDS 
that 
the 
United 
States start sp ending 25 p er 
cent of its national income 
on 
military defense are being heard 
in Washington. The idea is that 
this cou ntry mu st match Sov iet 
Ru ssia’s armed strength and mo 
bilize for any emergency. This is 
not all Pentagon 
p rop aganda, 
either, bu t civ ilian adv ice to the 
White Hou se. 
Best information av ailable is 
that one-fou rth of 
the 
Sov iet 
economy is dev oted to its mili 
tary establishment. 
In terms o:! 
U. S. dollars a^ official exchange 
rates, the Ru ssian national 
in 
come is p u t at $ 65,000,000,000. Of 
this, the equ iv alent of $ 15,000, 
000,000 is bu dgeted for the Ru s­ 
sian Army, Nav y and Air Force 
On a dollar-for-dollar 
basis, 
this is abou t what the U. S. De­ 
p artment of Defense will hav e to 
sp end this year. Present ap p ro­ 
p riations, su bject to later rev is­ 
ions, are in rou nd nu mbers $ 13 
000,000,000 for the Dep artment of 
Defense, p lu s $ 1,000,000,000 for­ 
eign military assistance and an­ 
other billion for atomic energy. 
The American national income, 
howev er, 
is 
$ 220,000,000,000 1 
year. The U. S. $ 15,000,000,000 de 
iense ap p rop riations are only a 
little less than sev en p er cent of 
this total. 
What is now being adv ocated 
by some of the highest gov ern­ 
ment adv isers is that 
national 
defense sp ending be increased to 
a fou rth of the national income, 
cr $ 55,000,000,000 a year. In other 
words, step u p defense sp ending 
from three to fou r times. 


Selling America 


fp ilE TRUMAN administration is trying to 
imp rov e on the sales job being done by 
the Voice of America. It is asking Congress 
for more money to exp and the p roject 
Granted that it takes lots of money to bu y 
tile means ot distribu ting information abou t 
the United States throu ghou t the world, the 
fart remains that money cannot bu y the su c­ 
cess which this cou ntry w ants from the Voice 
of America. 
That su ccess can be attained only throu gh 
int< Hi cent u se of Utt fu ndamentals of selling. 
First oJ all the sellers mu st believ e absolu tely 
ta what they are selling. 
They mu st p ack 
p ersonal conv iction in their sales talks. The 
‘tru th** they are p aid to disseminate mu st be 
credible to them before it can p ack any wallop 
for fort ignert. 
As in all selling, the main 
thing is to win the confidence of the p ros­ 
p ect. 
The Tru man administration is u nder a han- 
d*ap in tnat regard. It has gone ou t of its 
way to adv ertise the fact if has gnawing 
dou bts abou t free enterp rise, which is the 
mam thing the Voice of America mu st dep end 
on o distingu ish it from any other p rogaganda 
dep artment. 
The administration’s own inner 
l« 1 a of enthu siasm may be the sou rce of the 
du llness u hich critics object to in the Voice 
ol America. 
Another handicap may be the fact the Voice 
of America is controlled by the Dep artment 
of State, which sp ecializes in dip lomacy. Sales­ 
manship is not tne art of p ersu ading the other 
fellow to do some:ru ng against his will, which 
ik u su ally the objectiv e of dip lomacy. 
It is 
tht art of making the other fellow want 
» on thing becau se it p romises to make him 
feel bid ter if he gets it 
In that resp ect, tne United States has it all 
ov t r Ru ssia, w hich has nothing to sell bu t the 
idea I m re p ower f» *r more ordinary p eop le. 
If it doesn't know how to do that, it had better 
befi*r, to think abou t going ou t of bu siness. 
Pop u lar freedom has been its stock in trade 
ev er since it w ent in o bu siness 160 years ago. 


MAIN ARGUMENT for 
this 
drastic step is simp ly that there 
mu stn't be any more Koreas. The 
U. S. mu st take the 
initiativ e 
away from Ru ssia. 
T^e North Korean aggression 
has changed ev alu ation of Ru s­ 
sia s strategy. Heretofore, it was 
assu med that the Ru ssians wou ld 
not be ready for a world war be­ 
fore 1952. It has been 
Imp lied 
that Ru ssia wou ld 
not hav e a 
rtockp ile of atomic bombs, nor 
enou gh long-range bombers to 
insu re that ev en 
with 
losses, 
enou gh Red bombers cou ld get 
throu gh U. S. defenses to hit key 
targets like New Yofk, Washing­ 
ton, Pittsbu rgh, Detroit and Sau lt 
Ste. Marie locks. 
The new ev alu ation is that the 
Riicc^p g may now consider them­ 
selv es so strong that they 
can 


risk ou tbreak of a major war at 
any time. 
To meet this situ ation, it is held 
that the only thing the 
United 
States can do is restore balance 
of p ower by bu ilding u p Ameri 
can air and armored strength to 
match Ru ssia’s. 
What an arms race of this kind 
wou ld mean, trip ling 
or qu ad­ 
ru p ling U. S. exp enditu re, is fair­ 
ly obv iou s. It wou ld mean sacri­ 
fice, higher taxes, an increased 
draft, at least p artial conv ersion 
of indu stry to defense p rodu ction, 
allocation of materials, other ci­ 
v ilian cu rbs. 
THE BIG JUMP from $ 15,000,- 
000,000 to say $ 55,000,000,000 for 
a national defence bu dget cou ld 
of cou rse not be made ov er night. 
Money ju st cou ldn’t be sp ent that 
fast. A $ 5,000,000,000 to $ 10,000, 
000,000 increase in exp enditu res 
for the rest of 1950 might be all 
that wou ld be requ ired. Bu t con­ 
tract au thorizations for 1951 de­ 
liv eries wou ld hav e to go far be­ 
yond that. 
Du ring World War II, arms ex­ 
p enditu res ju mp ed from $ 6,000,- 
000,000 in fiscal 1941 to $ 27,000,- 
000,000 in 1942, $ 70,000,000,000 in 
1943 and $ 84,000,000,000 in 1944 
and 1945. 
A $ 55,000,000,000 military bu d­ 
get wou la therefore mean p u t­ 
ting the cou ntry on a half-war 
basis. In su ch a p rogram wou ld 
be inclu ded p resent ou tlays for 
Marshall 
p lan, 
an 
exp anded 
Voice of America p rogram, what­ 
ev er is left of Point IV and other 
cold war exp enditu res. 
Op p osition to any su ch 
p ro­ 
gram wou ld p robably be slight. 
The cou ntry is p robably ahead 
of Washington in feeling 
that 
now is the time to 
shoot the 
works. 
One ironic tou ch to the new 
adv ocacy of a $ 55,000,000,000 de­ 
fense bu dget is that 
in 
1949, 
when the armed serv ices were 
asked for estimates on what it 
wou ld take to p u t the cou ntry on 
fu ll p iep aredness basis, the to­ 
tals came to ov er $ 50,000,000,000. 
Armed serv ice p lanners were
